Weary Of Police Brutality Complaints 


An open letter to Mayor Tom Moody, Safety Dir. Bernard 
Chupka, Police Chief Earl Burden, each member of the 
police force, the Fraternal Order of Police, the Black com- 
munity and the public, in general: 

This is to advise that after carrying front page stories in 
virtually every issue of The. Columbus CALL& POST for more 
than 10 years, our patience is beginning to run out. 

To put.it another. way, we are dog-tired of hearing com. 
plaints of police brutality and reports of police brazenly over 
exercising their vested authority during the process of 
making an arrest. We are sick and tired of hearing com- 
plaints of police using aggravating tactics to provoke 
retaliation by the person in custody to justify working them 
over with their clubs and then charging them with resisting 

“ arrest. 

In accepting complaints, let it be understood that we 
were not so naive as to think all the statements were without 
some degree of exaggeration. But, too often, the condition of 
the complainant is bonafide evidence that he has been 
“worked over” at the hands of somebody. 

We are not suggesting that the police are always. wrong. 
However, our comments are not intended as a blanket indict-

This is the way it should be, but too often; and this is 
most regrettable, some of our officers give the impression of 
thinking they are the public's masters instead of its paid ser- 
vants. Hopefully, officers harboring such a deplorable at- 
titude are in the vast minority, but we suspect that it is those 
of this sordid ilk, who are primarily responsible for the dread- 
fully poor image of our total police force. 

Realizing the seriousness of this situation, we would 
suggest that the Mayor, Police Chief, Safety Director and 
other key officials of the Police Dept: take affirmative action 
to correct this matter before it becomes acute. We stand 
ready to give any such action our undivided support and are’ 
confident that. the fullest cooperation of all concerned 
citizens can be counted upon. 

As the Mayor of this city, we are suggesting that he 
should take the lead in. smothering out this smoldering fire 
before it develops into a dreadful holocaust. It can be done, 
we believe, by simply insisting that our officers approach all 
situations in a civilized manner unless they have justifiable

White Birth: 
Rates Down, 
Blacks Rise 


Statistics from: the Ohio 
Department of Health show 
ahat non-white births in 1971 
for Franklin County - and 
Columbus residents showed 
an increase over the 1970 
statistics in both areas; while 
the number of white births 
showed a definite decrease in 
the 1971 statistics over the 
1970 statistics in both areas.

11,707 births, while in 1971 
there were only 11,164 births. 
Franktin’-County—residents 
recorded 17,301 births in 
1970, but only 16,373 in 


In 1970 CdJumbus, 
residents recorded 9,005 
white births, but only 8,369 in 
1971:White birth for Franklin 
County residents in 1970 
numbered 14,445, but drop- 
ped to 13,411 in 1971. 

Nonwhite births to Colum- 
bus residents in 1970 num- 
bered 2,702. This number in- 
creased to 2,795 in 1971. 
Nonwhite births to Franklin 
County residents in 1970 
numbered 2,856. In 1971 the 
number of nonwhite births to 
Franklin County residents 
rose to 2,962. 

There could be any number 
of reasons to account for the 
increase ‘in births among 
nonwhites, while the births 
among whites decreased. 

Dr. William E. Brown, 
Health Commissioner for the 
city of Columbus, speculated 
that the decrease in white bir- 
ths could be accountable to 
the practice of more birth 
controf. |

Orientations For New Careers 
Set At Ohio State University 


Orientation will get under- 
way Monday, Aug. 28, for 55 
new participants in the 
Columbus Metropolitan Area 
Community Action 
Organization (CMACAO) New 
Careers program according 
to Eddie Parks, director, New 
Careers. 

Two separate, four-week

in 1947 Branch Rickey was 
the general manager of the 
old Brooklyn Dodgers and 
sent for Jackie. talked to him 
and,.put him through every or- 
deal he would have to face as 
the first of his race to play 
major league baseball.

The speaker noted that the 
second NEA report indicated 
thousands of black students 
were being pushed out of 
school, suspended, harassed, 
arrested and in a few instan- 
ces even killed or maimed, 


{only 10 per cent of the 
region's districts) show that 
23,881 students have been in- 
volved in school walkouts, 
24,866 have been suspended 
or expelled or both, and 2,570 
arrested. 

Ethridge urged the SCLC

Why Pay Cops’ Legal: Tab? 


Within the past year. the City of 
Coilumbus_had paid: outa total of 
$40,893.52 in taxpayers’ money to 
cover legal fees, settle claims and 
as “moral obligations” for members 
of the Columbus Police Force. 

Columbus City Council President 
M.D. Portman is strongly opposed 
to the city assuming such 
obligations and so is The CALL & 
POST. Portman maintains that the 
“city should not use tax dollars to 

“pay out anything unless it is for a 
specific: governmental function.” 
At Portman’s request, the City At- 
torney's office is seeking to deter- 
mine whether there is a. ‘moral 
obligation" for the city to pay 
money when the city is not at fault. 
The CALL & POST gives its 
wholehearted endorsement to this 
long overdue effort. In taking this 
position, we are mindful of the fact 
that out of the $40,893.52 tab picked 
up by the city, $20,290.57 went for 
legal fees for four vice squad mem- 
bers who were indicted by the 
federal government but not convic- 


ted in connection with a reputed 
$5-million. gambling protection 
racket. Another $1,232.15 was paid 
out to settle a claim against the 
police filed by a woman who was in- 
jured in a collision. witha police 
cruiser, 

As we see it, if the city takes the 
responsibility of picking up the 
legal tab for police charged with 
engaging in illegal activities, or for 
involvement in mishaps of which 
they were at fault, what is- there to 
prevent the payment of a claim

Name any major problem which 
the black community faces - unem- 
ployment, crime, health care, poor 
schools, day care -- and we can 
relate it, directly or indirectly, to the 
problem of.finding a decent place 
to live. 

In 
the rural South, before and after the 
Emancipation Proclamation, black 
housing meant bad housing. 

Black “people began their great 
migration, northward after the Civil 
War.

We must tell both white and biack 
movie producers that we will not 
tolerate the continued warping of our 
black childrens’minds with the filth, 
violence, and cultural lies that are. all 
pervasive in current productions of so 
called Black movies.

Black Workers In Economic Depression 


Don't believe all you read about the 
country being’in a recession. And don't 
believe all the reports of the country 
beginning to boom economically. 
either. As far as black people are con- 
cerned, neither is true. 

The fact is. that black Americans are 
in the grip of a devastating economic 
Depression, as bad as anything experi- 
enced by the country at large since the 
gloomy days of the’ 1930's. The official 
figures won't tell you that, though. As 
far. as official statistics are concerned, 
black unemployment is running at* 
rate-of about 10 percent. or double He 
white rate. 

But these figures are released only 
after considerable sugar-coating has 
been done. When government 
Statisticians compile the unemployment 
rate, they define the unemploye’ very 
narrowly -- only those actively looking 
for a job at a particular point in time. 

Not included. are those who have 
been without a job for so long that 
they've dropped out of the search for 
non-existent work. Not included, too, 
are those who hold parttime jobs 
because they can't find full-time work. - 

Recently, the National Urban 
League’s Research Department dug 
through special government studies of 
unemployment in- poverty areas to try to 
discover -- from buried official statistics 
-- what the real unemployment rate 
among black people is. The results are 
staggering. 

‘Nearly one out of four black workers 
in low-income areas is jobless. In some 
cities. like Oakland, New Orleans and 
San Diego, the true unemployment rate 

is about a third of all black workers. In 
other cities, including some of the 
largest such as Chicago, Detroit; -Los 
Angeles; and Pittsburgh, ‘the rate is in 
the 28-to-30 percent range. 

So the official unemployment rate is 
really less than half the true rate for 
black workers. We are not talking about 
numbers, we're talking about people-— 
almost 700,000 black people who are

without jobs. But if you just read the of- 
ficial figures the. ones the* government 
uses in deciding policy, less than 
300.000 are jobless, effectively hiding 
the crisis .situation that exists in the 
ghettos. 

| should point out too, that the trend, 
even in the official rate, is climbing 
higher. Even as the general economy 
Staggers back to its feet, black people 
are being left out. These figures, and 
the human misery they symbolize, have 
fo be taken seriously. They've been 
‘YW xed for far too long. 

The first. step is to recognize the ex- 
tent of the problem by revising the 
misleading official rates to include 
people who, want to work full time but 
can't find a job, The second step is to 
deal with the crisis of this magnitude 
through a response commensurate with 
the problem. 


One way to get emergency economic 
aid into poverty areas is to redefine 
areas of high unemployment, Currently, 
city-wide figures are used to determine 
economically-impacted areas. But while 
a city’s overall unemployment rate may 
be an officially-acceptable six percent, 
its black ghetto may be crippled by a 25 
percent unemployment. rate. So. it is 
essential that high-unemployment 
neighborhoods, not whole cities,-be the 
creiteria for special federal action. 


And that action has to be large-scale; 
nothing less than the guarantee of a job 
for all who want to work. We've got to 
recognize that the Depression is here 
again in the ghettos of America -- and 
large-scale job creation is called. for. 

When a natural diaster occurs, the 
government is quick to respond with 
action -and-aid, The Depression in Black 
America is a man-made disaster, a 
crisis engineered by federal and private 
economic actions, and the black com- 
‘munity is entitled to the same massive 
assistance as if the disaster were 
caused by a hurricane, and not by 
misguided economic policies. 


More—Blacks-For Nixon ~ 


Many well known blacks in entertain- 
ment business. government. civil 
rights. sports. etc. have announced 
their support of the 
President Nixon This comes as ‘sur- 
prise to many blacks who for over 40 
years have seen the black community in 


———"-an overwhelming support of the 


Democratic presidential candidates. Af- 
ter the civil war and up to the Roosevelt 
period blacks were largely in support 
of the Republican Party !t was in the 
1930's that a mass shift of black votes 
went to the Democrats 


For the first-time since the.30's. many. 


blacks have begun to turn to the Re=~ 


publican Party Blacks who are sup- 
porting. Mr_Nixon and have been erst- 
ile Democrats. now claim they are 
“tired of the rhetoric and charisma of the 
Democrats who want to pursue “words” 
and not “deeds” And the’truth of the 
matter is that many blacks feel they 
have not met any more adversities un- 
der the Nixon Administration than they 
received under the long. difficult years 
of the Democratic regime: and in fact 
have made more gains proportionately 
under Mr Nixon. who has had no 
political debt to pay to black voters 
than under Democrats who have had an 
enormous debt to pay. Black Republi- 
cans cite Mr Nixon's record in support 
nf their contingent 


Mr. Nixon appointed 12 new 
black generals. Dont forget, Ohio 
Republicans remind us. of the appoint- 
ment of former:Ohio Supreme Court 
Justice Robert Duncan to: a Federal 
Military Court. And many conjecture 
that he might be in eventual line for an 
appointment— to the United States 
Supreme Gourt 


Black Republicans also cite such 


fiqures as $415.000.000 has been spent 
by the Office of Minority Business En- 
terprise to aid black enterpreneurs The 
Office of Minority Business Enterprise 
was a creation of Mr. Nixon. The Small 
Business Administration increased its 
spending from around $42.000 million 
in 1968 to $195. million in 1971 to aid 
minority businessmen. Blacks still hold 
important office. staff and managerial 
positions throughout the various 
government departments and divisions 


Of course. we know that this is not an 
accomplishment that only the Republi- 
cans can claim. but contrary to the 
rumors four years ago that Mr Nixon. 
was going to roll back employees from 
the government payroll blacks have 
steadily made gains in government em- 
ployment 


The issues of welfare. education. em- 


ployment and the war are the source of 
the major conflict between the black 
community and Mr. Nixon. Blacks still 
believe that they have made their major 
gains under Democratic Administra- 


tions and feel that. they should ndt 


abandon their loyalty no matter what 
positive things Mr. Nixon has con- 
tributed to the black ‘community _ 


However. many blacks no longer 
want to continue their loyalty to the

re-election. of ., 


Democrats but see a new day of 
political awakening in which they feel 
that progress can no longer be contin- 
gent upon one party, but progress must 
be assured no matter what party is in 
power

QUESTION: | collect monthly social 
security checks and work part time 
during the year. Since | won't earn over 
$1,680 this year, must | file any report of 
my earnings with social security? 


ANSWER: Not unless you previously 
reported to social security that you 
would earn over $1,680. In that case, you 
would need to file a report to receive any 
monthly benefits that have been withheld 
on the basis of your previous estimate of 
earnings. But everyone who earns over 
$1,680 in a year. and who receives any 
social security checks for that year. 
should file a report with social security 
by April 15th of the following year. Per- 
sons receiving disability benefits or 
those over age 72 for all months of the 
year are the only exceptions to,this rule. 


QUESTION: I'm enrolled in both parts 
of Medicare and | need new dentures. 


Will Medicare pay for them? 


ANSWER: No, Medicare does—not 


cover such items as dentures. nearing 
aids, or eye glasses. 


QUESTION: | was hurt recently in an 
accident and I've been told that I'll be 


off work for more than a year. | heard 
about disability payments from social 
security and also something about a 6- 
month waiting period. Should | wait 6 
months before applying? 


ANSWER: No. Although social security 
cannot pay disability benefits until the 
7th month after the month in which a 
worker became disabled, you should 
wait 6 months to apply. Apply inenedion. 
ly. so your claim can be processed. 
Then. if you are found eligible for bene- 
fits. your first monthly check will not be 
delayed.

They are going up by the dozens 
Just-so-many housing projects’ and in- 
Stitutions. like churches and lodges 
have gone into the deal. as exemplified 
Long St. on aonroe Ave: the Urban 
League project hugging the corner of 
Mt. Vernon and Hamilton Aves. besides 
a church project up on Champion Ave 
near Broad St 

Now any sane person can applaud all 
those projects for they afford deceit

most cases they can have a normal 
pregnancy and deliver healthy babies. 

Some women with high blood 
pressure may deliver babies that are 
thin and scrawny, smaller in weight 
than should be expected---the “low 
birth weight baby." Statistics show that 
low birth weight babies have less 
chance of surviving than normal weight 

abies. 

The chief worry tied in with high 
blood pressure is toxemia. In this 
disease, excess fiuids begin to be 
retained in the body. As a result, the 
blood pressure goes up, the kidneys do 
not function properly, and the hands, 
feet or face swell. Since the kidneys do 
not remove enough waste and fluid 
material from the blood, the blood pres- 
sure may go up even: higher: 

Toxemia occurs most often in women 
who have had high blood pressure of 
kidney disease, particularly if they are 
fat, are carrying twins, or have diabetes. 

But another important class of 
women can be affected. These are of- 
ten young women between the ages of 
15 and 29,-who live in poverty areas, 
whose diets are poor, who are pregnant 
for the first time and who are worried 
because of lack of knowledge about 
their pregnancy or by financial 
problems. | don't need to tell you how 
closely this describes many young 
women in our inner cities and poorer 
rural areas 

Such women may not go to a doctor 
when they first become pregnant and 
so continue their poor eating habits 
and become more anxious, thus en- 
dangering themselves and their 
children. 

Among the symptoms of toxemia are 
above normal weight gains with reten- 
tion of excess fluids; headache and 


. Pain in the upper abdomen (just below 


the_rib-cage), swelling-of the hands_or 
feet that doesn't go away, and in severe 
cases, convulsion 

Although toxemia has been observed 
by doctors for over .2,000 years, what 
actually causes it is still not definitely 
known. We do know that when women 
have better diets and eating habits and 
when pregnant women receive medical 
attention the severe from of toxemia is 
rare in the United States. 

When-weight gain-is rapid or-swetting 
lasis, the physician usually recom- 
mends increased rest, a properly balan- 
ced diet, and avoidance of too much 
salt (although some Salt is needed at all 
times). If her symptoms are not relieved 
by these measures, the woman may be. 
admitted the hospital so that she can 
get more complete rest and receive fur- 
ther treatment 

If high blo6d pressure and other 
signs of toxemia are present at the time 
of delivery, special Care is given to both 
mother and baby for the first three days 
after delivery. After that time the 
mother's body usually begins to expel 
any excess fluids that have built up 
during pregnancyggand the toxemia 
usually disappears. 

The most important step for every 


_ woman who wants to have good health 


during her pregnancy and wants to 
protect ‘her baby is to put herself in the 
care of a doctor and consulf-his abowt - 
any problem that comes ‘up’ up:

The challenge facing the 
geographic area of South 
Garfield Square can be sim- 


ply stated: Poverty - Its symp- 


se 


toms and “taser” 
solution. however is not so 
simple. but the Council of 
South Garfield Square (SGS) 
is struggling to restrain the 
causes and cure the symp- 
toms 

The Council is dilligently 
trying. to kill the roots of the 
problem through their pre-- 
school 
dary school tutoring, 
recreation, community. or- 
ganization, etc. 


Since its inception in 1964 , 


by a group of community resi- 
dents in the predominantly 
black. low-income area, the 
Council has continually ex- 
panded its services to include 
a variety of social programs 
designed to meet the needs 
of the residents. 

The Council is controlled 
almost entirely by the com- 
munity it serves. and until this 
year. it has been completely a 
voluntary .endeavor depen- 
ding on private gifts. dona- 
tions and grants to keep the 
organization alive 

This year. United Way 
allocated $16.000 to the 
Council as a demonstration 
project in an effort to provide 
more UW. services on a 
neighborhood level
